of overt force o Since the USSR does not wish the VolkapoXieei 
to be subjected to a test of reliability at this time, it will 
use Soviet forces wherever necessary « To the extent that the SED 
concessions of 10-11 June will not be inconsistent with the 
requirements of security, thefcr concessions will not be withdrawn 
but may even be expanded and advanced in their implementation c 
In addition, steps will be taken to give the appearance of a 
broader base to the East German government by restricting the 
role of the SED and by giving greater apparsM influence to the 
other political parties of the Eastern aoneo After an interval 
to permit a rehabilitated East German government to establish 
apparent, (or real) stability, the USSR may request Four-Power 
dissuasions at the High Commissioner level 0 Such a request may 
be made prior to the September elections e 
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
